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DETAILED ACTION 

Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the "axial intervals" 
recited in claimed 5, 7, 9, 1 1 , 1 3 and 1 5 must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from 
the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering 
of the remaining figures. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement 
Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of 
the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will 
be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
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2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 5, 7, 9, 11, 13 and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

It is not clear what "axial intervals" are compared with in the claims. It seems that 
there are "axial intervals of first ventilating circuit" and "axial intervals of second 
ventilating circuit." 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

5. Claims 4, 5, 8, 9, 10 and 11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Armor et al. (4,264,834). 

Regarding claims 4, 8 and 10, Armor et al. shows a rotating electric machine 
(Figure 1) comprising: 

- A plurality of ventilating passages (where 12 located, top and bottom) formed 
between a stator frame (housing) and a stator iron core (2); 

- Coolers (16, left and right) provided in said plurality of ventilating passages, 

- A fan (1 7, 1 8) for boosting a coolant, 
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- A first ventilating circuit (13) in which the coolant boosted by said fan is 
introduced from the inner peripheral side of said stator iron core into some of 
said ventilating passages and is cooled by some of said coolers, and 

- A second ventilating circuit (14, left, middle, right) in which the coolant 
boosted by said fan is cooled by some of said coolers and is allowed to flow 
to said stator iron core in the direction from the outer peripheral side to the 
inner peripheral side of said stator iron core via some of said ventilating 
passages, 

- Wherein at least one ventilating passage of said plurality of ventilating 
passages which communicates with a central portion (14, middle) of said 
stator iron core constitutes part of said second ventilating circuit. 

Regarding claims 5, 9 and 1 1 , it is noted that Armor et al. also shows all the 
limitations of the claimed invention (3-14 and 4-13). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

7. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
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under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 1 02(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a). 

8. Claims 6, 7, 12 and 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Armor et al. in view of Kitabayashi et al. (4,306,165). 

Regarding claims 6 and 12, Armor et al. shows all of the limitations of the 
claimed invention except for the machine being cooled by atmospheric air sucked from 
outside the machine. 

Kitabayashi et al. shows the machine being cooled by atmospheric air sucked 
from outside the machine for the purpose of reducing cost. 

Since Armor et al. and Kitabayashi et al. are all from the same field of endeavor; 
the purpose disclosed by one inventor would have been recognized in the pertinent art 
of the others. 

It would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to use atmospheric air to cool the machine as taught by 
Kitabayashi et al. for the purpose discussed above. 

Regarding claims 7 and 1 3, it is noted that Armor et al. also shows all of the 
limitations of the claimed invention. 

9. Claims 14 and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Armor et al. in view of Turner (3,571 ,635)). 
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Regarding claims 14 and 15, Armor et al. shows all of the limitations of the 
claimed invention except for the coolers being opposed to each other. 

Turner shows the coolers being opposed to each other for the purpose of 
reducing heat. 

Since Armor et al. and Turner are all from the same field of endeavor; the 
purpose disclosed by one inventor would have been recognized in the pertinent art of 
the others. 

It would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to disposed the coolers on both sides of the shaft as 
taught by Turner for the purpose discussed above.
